Prairie Fire. 


What might have been a very 
serious prairie fire was started by 
the carelessness of two men who were 


on their way to Athabasca. They], 


passed through Crossfield on Thurs- 
day night last with three horses 
attached to a hay rack and got on 
the wrong trail, striking east instead 
of keeping north. Putting up for 
the night in Stafford’s barn. Next 
morning before going very far they 
lit a fire to make coffee for breakfast, 
after which they extinguished the 
fire, throwing some of the pieces of 
wood that had been part burnt and 
they surmised they had extinguish- 
ed on the rack. This appears to 
have been the cause of the prairie 
fire. It is surmised that one of\the 
pieces of wood was smouldering and 
owing to the jolting of the rack fell 
off and set fire to the dry grass. 
They called at Scholefield’s to ask 
the way, and a short time after Mrs. 
Scholefield happened to look to see 
if the men had made the right turn, 
when she noticed there was smoke 
rising on the trail they had followed. 
Mrs. Scholefield at once phoned to 
some of the nearest neighbors also 
to Constable Birch of the R.N.W.M, 
Police, giving him a description of 
the men, he at once remembered 
having seen them in town the day 
previous, and he at once set off in 
en | PUTSUIt and soon had them in charge. 
Taking them back to the scene of 
the fire, on arriving there, however, 
it was discovered that it had been 
| got under control by willing workers 
and was almost extinguished after 
doing considerable damage to cut 
|grain, etc. The constable arrived 
in town with the men and they 
were brought in court and remanded 
till Saturday. 

At the hearing on Saturday he- 
fore E. H. Morrow, J.P., George 
W. Pinger was fined $25 and costs, 
on the evidence of several witnesses 
j and a certain amount of conflicting
